FROSTED  PROOF  SETS 

Early  in  I969,  'vdien  the  proof  set  deliveries 
finedly  began,  many  of  the  collecting  frater- 
nities rejoiced  when  they  discovered  frosted 
proof  coins  in  their  I968  sets.  This  joy  was 
short-lived  though  as  deliveries  continued  and 
literally  hundreds  of  thousands  of  frosted  coi 
appeared.  Prior  to  1968  frosted  coins  within 
proof  sets  were  considered  quite  vinusual  and 
desirable  since  these  were  considered  "first 
strikes . " 

The  theory  was  that  when  mint  dies  are  polishei 
only  the  field  is  buffed.  This  leaves  the  de- 
sign area  "raw"  and  only  after  the  dies  polish 
themselves  through  striking  do  the  mirror-like 
"complete  proofs"  roll  from  the  coin  presses. 

To  date  no  one  has  advanced  a clear  cut  answer 
to  the  question,  "Why  are  there  so  many  I969 
frosted  proof  sets?"  What's  your  theory?

Quite  often  the  veteran  numismatist  vill  hear 
the  forlorn  exhibitor's  lament,  "How  can  I com- 
pete at  o\ar  coin  show  against  all  those  big 
dealers  and  out  of  town  exhibitors."  Often 
host  clubs  submit  to  this  mulleurky  and  insti- 
tute compromise  measures  such  as  "Club  Awards" 
or  "Club  Member  Only"  trophies . What  a pleasure 
then  to  see  a first  year  exhibitor  stand  up  and 
be  counted'.  Instead  of  lament,  Dick  Vandergeest 
of  Wausau  sought  advice  on  how  to  make  a display 
and  once  made,  how  to  improve  his  original  idea. 
Soon  the  trophies  began  to  roll  in'. 

One -case  exhibits  with  impact  are  one  part  pride 
and  sharing,  one  part  ingenuity  and  sincere 
flattery  (imitation),  and  a third  part  willing- 
ness to  improve  and  inova te  through  experience .
